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THE SCENES ATTHE CHURCH 


Imposing Ceremovies—Elaborate Fio- 
ral Decorations. 
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THE FAMILY. 


INDIANAPOLIS, N>» vember 6 —As soon 
as practicable after the depositing of 
the remains for the last time in the 
room so familiar to him in life, the 
-house was cleared and the familv left 
for a brief hour with the dead and 
their grief.

Tne decorations of the church, in keep- 
ing with the noble auditorium, were 
massive, rich and abounding in sim- 
plicity, which, blending with the black 
walnut ‘wood work, and evergr_ens, 
and upholstery, did not distract atten- 
ticn from tue sad scene itseif, which 
was the object of living interest.

Ciarke at the key~board, sounded the 
opening notes of ‘Reethoven’s Funeral!

“Maiche Funebre,” Chopin; “Lachry- 
mosa,” from the “Requiem,” Me zirt; 
“Faneral Maren,” Mendelsshona;

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ANEW STKAMSHIP. 


Trial Trip of the ‘(ity of Maeen ef 
the Sa-anmnah Li e—Deseription of 
the Vessel 


Another pew iron steamship has be-n 
added to the “ocean ferry,” and made 
her trial trip yesterday. The vessel 
has been christened “The City of Ma~ 
con,” and will ply between this 
and Savannah, Ga. At the latter port 
she will connect with the Georgia Cen- 
tral railroad. The keel was built :t 
John Roach’s yard:, in Chester, Penn., 
and the iron work, machinery and fi - 
tings were made at the works of the 
same builderin this city. Her dimen 
sions are: Length over al!, 272 feet; 
length on .loading line, 2¢6 feet; 
breadth of beam. 38 feet 6 inches; depth 
of hold, 24 feet 6 inches. When laden 
she draws 16 feet of water, and her 
tonnage is 2,250 tons. She is provided 
with three iron decks, beside the hur-~ 
ricane deck, and her beams are also 
iron, She has six water-tight ¢om- 
partments, and is well supplied with 
tire extinguishing appar: tus, including 
a steam-jick and five pucips. The 
builders bave taken advantage of al! 
the modern improvements in the build 
ing of pa senger steamers, besides 
making some importaat changes in the 
standard rules. Ibe principal saloon 
is located on and extends across the 
main deck of the steamer. At the 
rear of the dining room is a long prom 
cnade hall, with commodious state 
rooms on either side. Oa the burri 
vane deck 18 an apariment termed 
“social ball,” for the convenience of 
cabin passengers, and abaft this is an- 
other promenade hail. All of these 
apartments, as well as thes ate rooms, 
are carpeted with Melton carpets, and 
the ealoon furniture is upholsiered 
with crimson plush. Stationary revolv- 
lig chairs at the dining tables take the 
place of the unc »mfortable settees for~ 
merly in uee. The bulkheads are mar- 
velously decorated. Seven diffrent 
varieties of wood enter into the com- 
position of their paneling, as follows: 
French burl, map'e, ash, mahogany, 
olive, rosewood and tulipwood, The 
sucking room and officers’ quarters 
re located on the burricane deck, ‘The 
table furniture and each piece of china- 
ware bears the coat-of-arme cf the state 
of Georgia in gilt decoration. The en- 
gines are of the compound pattern of 
both b:gh and low pressure, with 4 
feet 6 inches stroke, and ! 600 horse- 
power. The high pressure cylinder is 
38 inches in diameter. The vessel is 
brig-rigged, and in cae of uny accident 
to the machinery can travel at a mod- 
era'e rate of speed by means ol sail 
power. She is under command of the 
veteran commodore of the line, Capt. 
K.S. Nicholson, and came to this city 
lust Wednesday. At 10 o'clock yester-~ 
day morning, &@ number of invited 
guests, Logether with the agents of the 
line, assembled on the new steamer, at 
the foot of Ninth street, East river, and 
she was beaded duwn the bay. Alter 
passing the light ship she returned to 
the city, arrivingat her dock, Pier No.

Cincinnati Gaz tte, 
S-nator Morton was not connected 
with any chureh nor was he “a profess- 
ing Christian” as this phrase is usually 
understood by orthodox Christians.

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THE FRENCH PROBLEM. 


The departmental elections of last 
Sunday to the councils-general resulted 
in another republican victory. These 
councils-general elect one-third of the 
senate in 1879, and the late elections 
there‘ore weakened MacMahon’s power 
over the body that he has heretofore 
relied on. Among the defeated is the 
head of the ministry of the 16th of May, 
and curiously enough his successor is a 
Bonapartist. 

President MacMahon seems to be un- 
willing to meet the two seyere defeats 
that his unconstitutional course has 
provoked,with a change that is really a 
concession. He does not want to face 
the new chamber of deputies-with his 
revolutionary ministry, and yet the 
stubborn soldier cannot bring himself 
. to the construction of a cabinet in ac- 

cordance with the will of the people. 
By constiucting a new cabinet, howev-~ 
er, made up of more moderate men 
from the right, he hopes to be able to 
get along with the chamberof deputies 
until he finds out whecher or not an- 
other dissolution is feasible. 

M. Pounyer Quertier, the head of the 

proposed new cabinet, belongs 
to the right center — the 
Orleanist. He is a large manufacturer, 
and did valuabie service in the trying 
times that followed the seige of Paris by 
the Germans, He is at present a mem 
ber of the senate. The new foreign 
minister, Marquis De Vo,ue, is a legit- 
imist, while the new minister of public 
instruction, Jean Baptiste Dumas, 
is a  Bonapartist. All sections 
of the right are reprisented in the new 
cabinet, but not even the left center, 
which is composed of moderate repub- 
licans, is allowed aseat. Such a cabi- 
net cannot extricate MacMahon from 
the difficulties that beset him. It is the 
old De Broglie—Fourton combination 
under new names. It offers no prac- 
tical concessions to the will of the peo- 
ple. It is not a constitutional cabinet. 
The left, fortified by heavy popular 
majorities,is as unyielding as the Mar- 
shal-President, aud unless one yields, 
force must settle the deadiock. Mac 
Mahon’s idea of a republic with a 
freshly~drawn constitution is a very 
singular one. He deserves harsh treat- 
tient, and it may be that he will get, 
if he persists, all that he deserves. 
Unwilling to yield, we hope he is too 
feeble to resist. 3

The French, whose resi urces of ges 
ture and emphasis are limitless, haye 
a most piquant and suggestive way of 
making tremendously wide distinctions 
by ashrug of the shoulders, or by a 
comical lifting of the eyebrows, or by 
the shadow of a change in the tone of 
the voice.

the capital. This the News calls car-

~—There is what Mr. Horace Greely 
used to eall, “some mighty interesting 
reading” to taxpavers in the report of 
Mr. Tnompson, secretary of the navy. 
During the last thirteen years, the sum 
of $130,000,000 has been spent merely 
in repairing our naval vesrels. The 
seven sloops of war built during Mr. 
Robeson’s u«dministration, he reports, 
are worse than the old ones. Three of 
these are nuw undergoing expensive 
repairs, and the other four are kept 
»float at the risk of the lives of those 
on board. Oi the older ships, the 
original cost of the Pensacola was $500,- 
000, and her repairs cost $1,000,000, 
The original costof the Kearsage ‘was 
$300,000; she was repaired at a cost of 
$600,000. The Lackawanna cost $450,- 
000; she was repaired at a cost of $766,- 
000. And so on through the list. 

— What seems to be a reasonable ex- 
planation of the term ‘Cleopatra’s 
Needles,” which has puzzled so many 
scholars on both sides of the Atlantic, 
is given in a work on “The Mediterra~ 
nean lilustrated,”’ which was very re~ 
cently published in London. The au- 
thor says that meselleh is the Arabic 
word for needle and is also the c »mmon 
name for an obelisk. “We may add,” 
he continues, “that many of the prin- 
cipal monuments of Alexandria are at- 
tributed by the Arabs to Cleopatra,just 
asso many places and objects in Eng- 
land are associated with Oliver Crom- 
wel}, and in Scotland with Wm.
